night, a bright light was noticeable. It 
was the cell in which Butler, the Fierce- 
ton wife-murderer, is confined. 
There 


he passes the slow hours of the day and 
night, under the continued watch of one 
of the guards. As the sun sinks in the 
western sky each day the condemned 
man counts one day less of life. He is 
not nervous and excitable, but^coolly'1 


calculates the. time he has yet to live and 
expresses the wish that the day for his 
execution would speedily eome. Butler 
is talkative and eagerly converses with any 
one who may chance to visit him, and ho 
has a number of callers. 
With these he 


chats pleasantly and without the least 
apparent concern as he speaks of the ap- 
iproaching hanging. With a terrible oath 
he said to one visitor that "he had always 
been a man and he would die a man." 
Afterwurdshe expressed the firm resolve 
that hewould try and make preparations 
to meet his wife andlittleboyinthenext 
world, adding that "he did not believe 
very strongly in a hereafter, but if there 
was one he wanted to see his wife. As 
yet he has not called for a spiritual ad* 
viser and he probably expeotetomake his 
peace with his God at a later day. 


He seems to have given up all hope of 


a new trial and has so stated. He has 
fully made up his mind that ho must 
swing and there can be no reversal of the 
sentence. This he acceptu without hesi- 
tancy and .without grumbling. 
Being 


firmly decided upon this and having 
abandoned all hope of life he passes the 
time as best he can. He has not lost his 
appetite in consequence and cuts his food 
with remarkable relish. He reads every- 
thing brought to him and is now daily 
expecting the arrival of an organueitte 
which his sister has purchased for him 
and with which he expects to grind out 
music by the yard for the entertainment 
of his guard and visitors. 


Sheriff Allwein will make due prepara- 


tions for the execution and will himself 
swing the murderer off without hesitancy

one of the corridors, the place not being 
selected.

In the selection of either 
ilace the condemned man can plainly 
lear the workmen in the construction of 
the scaffold and this is what will try 
Butler's now intense bravado.
